Bank and CDBG financing to underwrite land and congtruction cogs. Sixty-five firg-time home-buyers
will result from the transformation of the dte. The plan aso promotes housing choice by creating new
housing for al tenures (rental and home-ownership) and through Section 8 vouchers. The physicd
revitdization plan will address the issues of accesshility and compliance with Section 504, as well asthe
issue of Hedlthy Homes and defensible space by reconfiguring the street patterns, reducing dendity, and
providing for substantid infrastructure replacement. An additiona $28 million in public and private
funds will be invested in the project.
